“Mr. Editor—Sir: Yesterday afternoon 
I visited, in company with a friend, the 
new Potter’s Field, in (lie immediate 
vicinity of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum; 
and although I hove seen burying place* 
in various countries, civilized end uncivil¬ 
ized, I have never yet witnessed a specta¬ 
cle so shocking to every feeling of hu¬ 
manity. A trench of some twenty or 
thirty feet in length, by seven in width 
and six in depth, lias been filled to withia 
six inches of the surface with a sofi«i mas» 
of coffins covered over with about two 
feet and a half of loose earth raised in 
the centre, half of which will be washed 
away the first heavy rain. There it 
another trench a short distance from (hit 
which appeared to be still larger, bul the 
effluvia aris>ng from it was so offensive, 
that we did not venture to visit it. Sure¬ 
ly such a mass of putrifying animal mat¬ 
ter, with scarcely any covering of earth, 
cannot but be pregnant with pestilence; 
the noxious exhalations arising from it 
w ill be borne on every breeze and destroy 
hundreds of those exposed to its deadly 
influence. I hope the city authorities 
will take this matter into consideration,
